_ over the State will learn 
with Joy that they will receive 
more pry for their services The 
school per capita has been fixed 
at $4 00. Tbe minimum salary 
v ill be $i<3.33, and the maximum 
$•0 66 Nearly $3 000.000 will 
be paid to the teachers in the 
common schools of the State. 
Tbe last school census shows 
that there are 743,908 pupils in 
in the State, an increase over 
lastyetiV of 5,887. The people 
of the 8tate are striving to bet¬ 
ter the educational conditions. 
Tbe greatest move in this direc¬ 
tion was when tbe five-month’s 
term was extended to six months. 
While this raise in apiary will be 
a help to tbe teachers, they are 
not yet receiving adequate com¬ 
pensation for their labor. This 
has always impeded educational 
progress in this State. The po¬ 
sition is one tnat requires a per 
son possessing education aud in 
telligence much above the aver 
age» if .it is properly filled. It 
takes years of patient labor as 
well as considerable expenditure 
of money to acquire an education. 
The pecuniary reward in the po¬ 
sition of teacher, is not sufficient 
to jastifv any person to qualify 
himself for Deposition with the 
intention of making it a life work, 
consequently many are to-day 
filling the position, until they 
can find something more profit¬ 
able. Under tbe present per 
.capita tLe maximum salary of a 
teacher is $400. which seems at 
-first' thought a good salary for 
six month’s work, but when the 
teacher's necessary expanses for 
twelve iqonths is j>aid out of this

Ten elements, cur- 
bou. hydrogen, oxygeu. calcium, mag¬ 
nesium, Iron, sulphur, ultrogen. potas¬ 
sium aad phosphorus, are necessary to 
the growth of plants. From 90 to 96 
per cent of the dry matter of plant* is 
made ap of carbon, oxygen and hy¬ 
drogen. which are obtained from air 
and water Of tbe others' only three, 
nbrogeiyibospborus and potassium, are 
used In wich .large quantities that tbe , 
supply In tbe soil is likely to become 
exhausted. These three are usually 
spoken of as tbe essential plant foods. 

Amount of Plant Pood Ip Roils. 

These plant foods ere preseut In 
varylag-amounts In all soils. In many 
cases it tooecessaryto-jacrease Ur 
supply by the-use of commercial fer 
tUlzers. Tbe real need of most soils, 
howjrvef. ia not the addition of more 
of these materials, but tbe Judicious 
Use of--those already there. It Is esti¬ 
mated that there Is enough phosphor¬ 
us In tbe upper seven Inches of sol! 
In the HM*id|q)l valley to raise a 
hundred bushels of corn to tbe acre 
every year fer sixty years and enough 
pot a satwiu to last 600 years at the 
same rate. Much Of this phosphorus 
and potassium combined with other 
materials In soch a form that it is un¬ 
available for the use. of the plants 
Oue of tbe principal problems of tbe 
farmer, then, is to make this stored fer¬ 
tility available 

One of tbe most effective moans of 
doing this is by keeping tbe soil plen¬ 
tifully supplied with humus. Humus 
to tbe name given to decaying organic 
matter in tbe soil. It is the humus : 
that give* the dark, rich color to soils, j 
It teates that “brown streak In the I 
furrow” that farmers have long re- j 
garded as an Indication of fertility. ■ 
Humus gives tbe soil a spongy texturs 
and greatly Increase* It* grater hiding 
capacity. It also makes the soil lighter 
and wanner. Soils which contain Inrga 
amounts of humus do not bake or 
become cloddy easily' They are mel¬ 
low and respond readily to cultivation 
Humus contains cooalderable nitrogen 
and furnishes a borne for bacteria. 1 
' which-aid In making plant food avail¬ 
able. Certain acids are also formed In 
tbe decaying of bmnus that aid In 
making the phosphorus and potas¬ 
sium available. It might almost* be 
<aaid that tbe chief problem of main¬ 
taining .fertility Is tbe problem of keep¬ 
ing tbe soil supplied with humus. 

Maintaining the Humus Supply. 

Probably tbe beat way of maintain¬ 
ing this humus supply Is by tbe liberal 
use of barnyard' manure. The surplus 
straw should be used for bedding. *o 
as to save all tbe liquid portion and 
add to the Wk of the manure. Shred¬ 
ded fodder Is also good for this pur- 1 
pone. Tbe manure should be hauled
